The cluss rooms are 
overheated, soft coal being used, 
It seems the temperature cannot be satie- 
factorily regulated. It is sufficient to state 
the quality of coal to give an idea of the con- 
dition of the class-rooms. Teachers and pu- 


pils alike find it impossible to keep clean, and 


desks, chairs, and tables are cevered with 
grime and dust. On dark days school has to 
be dismissed owing to want of gas. The 
basement is often in darkness. The 
air-shaft carrying air from the toilet. 
room up through the building is in bad 
condition. The tollet-room, while better pro- 
vided with water, owing to a new apparatus 
which flushes them oftener than in other 
schools, is yet in need of improvement. In 
the play-rooms the floors are of cement and 
the children are obliged to sit on them for 
want of benches or seats of some sort, none 
being provided; the floors, whiie 
not exactly damp, are dangerous to 
overheated children, Opaque shades 
are badly needed on the windows to 
protect the eyes of the children, as the glare 
of the sun at certain hours is very trying. Two 
claes-rooms have been furnished with new 
seats and desks. These are not what they 
should be and are very inferior to the old 
ones in use in other rooms. I measured the 
new desk and found it almost four inches less 
than those that have always been used; hardly 
sufficient room to place a slate and book on; 
in fact, I doubt if both can be placed on a 
desk at once. As to the seats, they are, to my 
mind, an outrage, as a child is compelled to 
sit in a cramped position.

garten, the latter being a mission managed 
and fostered by the organization getting up 
the entertainment. Thursday the Es 
committee of the Central Woman's Ciristian 
Temperance Union met and voted that after 
the Foundlings’ Home had réceived ite share 
only enough money should be given Bethesda 
Mission to pay its indebtedness, and that the 
remainder should go to clear up one ‘of the 
debts created by the restaurant venture en- 
gaged in by the union some years ago. 

There was a warm time at the meeting be- 
fore the resolution was passed. Mrs, J. B. 
Hobbs, who for nineteen years was one of the 
union’s Vice- Presidents, said here was no ex- 
cuse for diverting the money obtained from 
the public for charitable purposes to the 
payment of the debts which the union had 
incurred.

remarkably fine day and was struck with the 


hill, damp atmosphere of the basement. 


The toilet-rooms, male and f ‘are also 
in the basement, divided off at opposite ends 
of the building. I am ‘sorry to say 
that the conditions there are very 
bad, owing to want of running water. 
I was told that the janitor flushed them three 
times a day, but from personal observa- 
tion it should be done every ten min- 
utes or less. In the boys’ toilet-room I could 
not venture beyond the door, as 
overs an inch of water stood on the 
floor and the smell was abominable. 
As there is no provision for gas 
in the basement, it is often in Egyptian 
darkness and not a suitable place for a play- 
room. Owing to the poor location of the 
school, being hemmed in by factories, the 
south end never gets the sunshine. Ware. 
houses are towering above and buildings are 
within four or five feet, which obscures the 
light. In dull days gas has to be used, 
Not only are they. subject to the 
disagreeable effluvia froth fish and vegetables, 
but also smoke and odors from the tobacco 
factories cause much annoyance, Owing to 
the proximity of the school to the river the 
teachers and pupils are not only subject to 
factory nuisances but also to the dense smoke 
froin tugboate when winds blow in the direc. 
tion of the buildmg, it being necessary 
to keep the windows closed, The schdol 
being so strangely situated, many of the chil- 
dren have to come seventeen blocks, and are 
therefore obliged to carry their lunch. No 
provision has been made for a room for such 
a purpose, and consequently the children 
must eat in tne basement playroom, which is 
provided with a long trough and several un- 
inviting. faucets, from ‘which they are 
expected to drink. Several children come 
from the South Side as far down us Monroe 
street to the Hoyne School. The class-rooims 
are large, lofty, and well-lighted from the 
north end. The building has large spacious 
halle and two wide stairways as means of 
exit. I was very much impressed with the 
system and discipline of pupils leaving the 
building at noon hour and also by the control 
the teachers have of their respective classes, 
and am contident that the possibility of a 
panic is thereby reduced to a minimum. 
In Ogden School. 

Ogden School, Chestnut street, between 
Dearborn avenue and State street, Mr. 
Leache, Principal. This school is large and 
well ventilated above ground. 


Gas is badly needed. Throughout the duild- 
ing the only means of lighting the school is 
by coal oil. Several bracket lamps are used 
in the play-rooms situated in-the basement, 


but total darkness exists on cloudy days in 


the toilet-rooms.. I consider great risk is be- 
ing run using lampe where so many young 
children dre playing, not to mention the 
great loss of time incurred in having to dis- 
miss school on dark days for want of proper 
light in the ciass‘rooms. The same troubie 
exists in the toilet-rooms as elsewhere—poor 
ventilation, heavy, foul air, and deficiency in 
the supply of water. The drinking apparatus 
and trough in the play-rooms are abomiua ble. 
Heating the echool by natural gas does not give 
While the school is amply provided with 
large, clean playgrounds outdoors, there are 
no rooms within. The children are all under 
14 years of age. In many cold days in win- 
ter, as weil as inclement weather in other sea-

| grade of the Illinois Central tracks is seven 
feet below Michigan avenue. My idea was 
that the present Lake-Front Park could be 
terraced, beginning at Michigan avenue and 
rising gradually until it reached the western 
limit of the railroad right of way, where it 
‘could be made four feet higher than the east 
line of Michigan arenue now is, 
This would make the present grade 
of the tracks eleven feet below 
Michigan avenue. My intention is that the 
tracks should be lowered four feet, thus mak- 
ing them fifteen feet below Michigan avenue. 
The right of way of the railroad company 
could be covered at the level of the park after 
it is terraced. The basin east of the tracks 
for a distance of 1,250 feet from Park row 
to Randolph street could be filled in with 
dirt from the Drainage Canal and other 
places. 

A breakwater should be constructed from 
Park row to Randoiph street, at the govern- 
ment doek, which is 750 feet east of the pres- 
ent government breakwater. This 750 feet 
would leave ample space for vessels to come 
in for protection during a storm. The sub- 
merged iands which it is proposed to fill in 
are unquestionably the property of the City 
of Chicago. The cost of making the park at 
this point would not exceed, in my judgment, 
$1,000,000. It would be the greatest park 
in America. We may succeed in reproducing 
the grand Court of Honor at the Worid’s Fair 
and make this one of the features of the 
park. 

“Tam sure that public spirited citizens 
would giadiy supply the means to do this. 
What we want pow is to have a favorable sen- 
timent created which will bring about success 
for the undertaking. Such organizations as 
yours can do very much in this direction. We 
want your hearty coédperation, and there is no 
doubt about what will follow.“ 


They Favor the Scheme. 


In the main the members approved Mr. 
Madden’s plan, but a discussion soon de- 
veloped the fact that there are many legal 
questions which must be met. A resolution 
which had been prepared was modified and 
adopted as given above. The members had 
before them all the old plans that were 
formulated when the effort was being made 
to locate the Worid’s Fair on the Lake-F rout.

Secretary Carlisie’s Order, They Say, Makes

NAVIGATING VESSELS WITH AIR.

New-Yorker Thinks He Has Solwed the 
Problem of Cheap Speed. 

New Yorn, Dec. 15.—[Special.}—A New. 
Yorker has invented a new method for navi- 
gating vessels. He thinks he has solved the 
problem of propelling them by means of 
compressed air, and is certain that a marvel- 
ous speed can be developed. His plans cail for 
vessels with two keels, the distance between 
the keels being regulated by the displacement. 
Running through the center of the vessel, or 
in the position occupied by the keel as 
now constructed, is an air-pipe with open- 
ings duwnward to the water, both at the 2 
and stern. The one at the bow is bent back 
ward and that at the stern forward, the object 
being to force the water away from the open- 
ing and thus propel the vessel in the opposite 
direction. The pipe is supplied with air by 
means of powerful air-compressors, which, it 
is claimed, can produce more power with the 
same expenditure in coal than the great ex-

THINK HE WAS KILLED BY A WOMAN, 


Police Theortes on the Murder of a San 
Francisco Clerk. 

Sax Francisco, Cal., Dec. 15.—There is ab- 
solutely no clew to the perpetrators of the 
horrible murder of Eugene Ware, the drug 
clerk who was so foully murdered 1 o'clock 
Friday morning as he was preparing to leave 
the store for the night. The police seem to 
be absolutely in the dark, their main efforts 
be:ng directed to tracing the young man’s past 
and his associates, both male and female. The 
robbery theory has been abandoned and the 
motive for the murder is now ascribed to 
jealousy. Ware was on intimate terms witha 
number of women, so many of his female 
friends calling to see him, at the drug store 
that tho proprietor was obliged to interdict 
these receptions. The number of wounds on 
the dead man’s breast indicate fury on the 
part of the murdered, and many believe a 
woman wielded the fatal knife. Neither 
money nor valuables were removed from the 
dead man’s person nor the store. and the only 
theory considered tenable is that a woman is 
—— or indirectly responsible for the 
crime.

ROSEBERY CONSIDERS AN APPEAL. 


Private Council of Ministers Held at Lord 
Spencer’s Country Seat—No Deolston Yet. 
Lonpon, Dec. 15.—**Lord Rosebery left 
Euston Station this morning for Althorp Park 
on a visit to Lord Spencer. The Marquis of 
Ripon and other guests travéled there 
yesterday.”

Novel Plan Is Offered by David Lubin, a 


California Granger. 
Wasatsoros, D. C., Dec. 15.—The Com- 


mittee on Agriculture gave a hearing today to A 


David Lubin of Sacramento, Cal., in connec- 
tion with the investigation now being made by 
that committee of the causes of the present 
depressed condition of agriculture. Mr. 
Lubin is a prominent member of the Cali 
fornia Grange. He presented a novel and in- 
teresting plan for the relief of the farmer, 
based upon the theory that the agriculturist 
whose products were sold in the free trade 
markets of the world should be compensated

UTZ AND WAVAJO INDIANS PACIFIED. 


Their Troubles with the Cattlemen Are 
Satisfactorily Adjusted. 
Wasutnotox, D. C., Dec. 15.—The Ute In- 
dian controversy, which threatened to develop 
into serious trouble between the Indians and 
the Utah cattlemen, is practically closed. 
Official reports today announce the conseat of 
the Indians, through Chief Ignacio, to return 
to their reservations. A dispatch from Agent 
Day received at the Indian Hureau today 
says considerable time and money will be 
required to save the stock in making the re- 
turn across the border line and suggests that 
Col. Lawton remain to assist in the work of 
removal. Commissioner Browning subse- 
quently telegraphed his approval of the plan, 
It is expected by the Interior Department of. 
ficiale that two weeks will pass before the re- 
moval is effected, The Indian party em- 
braces 200 Utes and an equal number of 
Navajoes. Officials in the service attribute 
the whole blame for the trouble to the cattle- 
men, especially the Pittsburg Cattle com- 
wg ii who, though themselves intruders on 
the land, wanted to keep the Indians from oc. 
cupying the land for their cattle range. 


NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Seven Clear Lists of Land Are Approved 
for North Dakota. 

WASsNntNO rox. D. C., Dec. 15.—The Secretary of 
the Interior bas approved seven clear lists of 
lands selected by the State of North Dakota in 
part satisfaction of certain grants under an act 
approved Feb, 22, 1889. The lists, with pur 
poses and acréages, are: Educational, 18,988 
acres; agricultural college, 3,834; State normal 
schools, 2,399; deaf mute asylam. 2.090; uni- 
versity, 4,999; public buildings, 4.855; and te- 
form school, 2,479. These selections are re- 
ported as not being in proximity to lands claimed 
or returned as mineral lands.

BIG ROW OVER BURIAL OF A MAN. 


Diphtheria Case Causes a Ulash of Author- 
ity Between Various, Officials. 

There isa clash of authority between the 
Coroner’s office, the Police Department, the 
County Agent, and the Heaith Department, 
Coroner McHale thinks he has been dis- 
courteously treated by Inspector Fitzpatrick 
of the Police Department, and he also 
claims that by the carelessness of the 
Health Departrent and the obstinacy 
of the police many persons at the 
county morgue and County Hospital have 
been exposed to diphtheria. The trouble has 
arisen over the disposition of the body of 
Thomas Anderson, who died Thursday of 
diphtheria at his home, No. 83634 Armour 
avenue. His friends had no means to bury 
him and when application was made to 
County Agent mere , that official refused to 
handle the case, e told the police it was a 
contagious case and that it was the duty of the 
Health Department to see to the burial. After 
the body had remained atthe house for two 
days the police decided to take it to the coun- 
ty morgue. Policeman Rooney of the Fifth 

recinct was detailed to deliver the body to 
the Coroner at the morgue. At 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon he presented himself at the 
county institution and asked that Anderson’s 
body be admitted.

Forms of Athletica at West Point, 
Muwavuxesr, Wis., Dec. 15,—[Special.]—E. 
C. Wall, Secretary of the Board of Visitors of 
the West Point Military Academy, has com- 
piled some interesting statistics in relation to 
football at that institution which will be em- 
bodied in the annual report of the committee 
on hygiene ard athletics of the board. It 
shows that the injuries to the cadets were 
vasily greater from playing football than the 
injuries received by cadets in the gymnasium 
aud in riding. committee says in part: 
So far as we know this is the first contribution 
of accurate comparative data of these three 
forms of athletics in the same institution under 
identica! surroundings and by the same ciasses of 
m en, of gymnastics (six times 
a week), of riding (three times a week), and 
of, footbali (once a week) is taken into ac- 
count, it becomes more impressive.

John B. Cochran of Detrott Also. Wants 
Dameges from His Wife. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 14,—[Special Corre- 
spondence, |—The unique spectacle of a well- 
known business-man suing his wife for di- 
vorce and alleging as one of the causes de-

Catherine Cochran, which has just been com- 
menced in Wayne Circuit Court. According 
to the bill filed Catherine is 55 
years old and John is but 32. They were 
married on or about July 2, 1892. They 
lived together untii Nay. 21 last, when, Coch- 
ran claims, she ill-trea him and he aban- 
doned her. He asserte in his bill that his 
wife is a woman of great austerity of temper 
and goes into particulars, He says that in 
the early part of the summer of 1898 she 
called him a thief in the presence of William 
Volkenmg, “thereby humiliating him and 
ruining his profitabie business relations with 
Volkenmg.“ He further avers 
vious to his marriage he was in good 
commercial standing and credit, and was 
doing a profitable business in the Benatine 
Medical company, with bright pros s for 
the future. He now claims Mrs. Cochran’s 
misconduct has ruined his business and 
blighted his prospects to such an extent that 
he is unable to meet the common obligations 
of life. Incidentally he represents that Mrs. 
Cochran is a woman of ample means. being 

ossessed of * of $50,000. He asks 
or a decree of divorce, attorney’s fees, and 
pecuniary damages for the injury his business 
has suffered through her alleged misconduct. 
The story of Mrs. Cochraa differs in some 
leading particulars from ‘that set forth by her 
husband. She is evidently a woman of con- 
siderable force of character and has a busi- 
ness-like air. When the divorce suit was 
mentioned to her she laughed and said: He 
Lad roomed in my house since 1890 ‘and 
through his talk of his real estate interests I 
had come to hate a good opinion of his busi- 
ness capacity. Having considerable property 
of my own that I wished lidoked after I was 
willing to intrust the job to him and when a 
few months laterI accepted his proposition 
of marriage he assumed the care of my real 
estate. All went well for a time. Then 
his notes and bills came pouring in. I 
paid them at first freely, but the load 
soon grew too heavy and I rebelled. 
covered up a good many of his unbusiness- 
like dealings, but I am through with him now. 
As to his charges that I ruined his business by 
my re.narks, only told the truth, and only 
half ot it at that.” In further conversation 
Mrs. Cochran admitted she was worth from 
$75,000 to $80,000, the most of which she 
had amassed through hard work and judicious 
investments. Her only bad one, she declared, 
was when she accepted the marriage propo-

Workers, said he was willing to take such 
action. He was instructed to vote for 
the plank, but he hoped if it was 
voted upon it would be defeated, “ be. 
cause,“ he said, “our side can accept 
defeat good naturedly, and from the displays 
that have been made ia this convention I 
doubt if the other sidecan.” Treasurer Lennon 
supported Mr, Lioyd’s motion oa the ground 
that the vote in many un ious on the plattorm 
was not a representative one. Delegate Bret- 
tell read an alleged newspaper interview with 
Attorney-General Olney, in which he was re- 
ported to have said that he would break up 
every labor union in America by means of 
the anti-trust law, Mr, Brettell thought in- 
dependent political uction wus necessary 
to protect laboring-men. Delegate Hy. 
sell of the Mine-Workers doubted the 
truth of the interview. Hedid not believe 
the vote in the unions was not representative, 
Delegate P. J. McGuire made a strong argu- 
ment against referring, He said the ques- 
tion had made trouble enough in the unions. 
He was once a Socialist, but had become con- 
vinced of the folly of the idea. He spoke 
against socialism, asserting that its advocates . 
had become trazed by the hard times.

McBryde, said that resolutions by the 
federation, though presumed to be obsegved 
by the integral unions, could uot be made 
obligatory. Mr. Lioyd, who introduced the 
motion to rerefer, reviewed the trades union- 
ism of England. He said: 

When American workingmen have secured the 
unity that exists in England they may begin to 
talk of a coOperative commonwealtn. 

He referred in detail to the codperative in- 
stitutions of England. He said the introduc- 
tion of plank No. 10 into the platform of the 
trades unions would drive away much of their 
support. 
hen the afternoon session opened the 
charges preferred against President Gompers 
by the German Waiters’ Union No. 1 and the 
Bartenders’ Union No. 52 of New York, re- 

arding the use of a non-union hallin New 
Fork for a dinner to Joho Burns 
and Mr. Holmes Dec. 7, were dis. 
cussed. After hearmg the evidence 
in the case, the con vention, with one dissent. 
ing vote, sustained President Gompers. Pres- 
ident Gompers, in his own defense. said he 
found there was not a hall in New York that 
could be secured that employed union men. 
„The whole reason,” said Mr. Gompers, 
„that these waiters in Clarendon Hall are 
called seceders is because they refused to join 
that corru organization known as the 
Knights of Labor. 

The previous question was called up on the 
motion to refer the plank relating to the col- 
lective ownership of all means of production 
and distribution by the people to the affiliated 
organizations, to be again voted upon, and 
was lost. 

Substitute Ie Adopted. 

The proposition of the government of es- 
tablishing a savings bank in connection with 
the Pustoffice Department was defeated by a 
large majority, and the question then re- 
curred upon the substitute for plank No. 10, 
providing for the abolition of land 
monopoly ownership and substitutmg oc- 
cupaney and improvement as the only guar- 
antee of title, which was adopted. 

A plank was adopted favoring the repeal! of 
the seaman conspiracy laws. 

Delegate Morgan offered an additional 
plank providing for the private corporate 
ownership of all means of production and dis- 
tribution, which was laid on thetable.- A 
plank was adopted favoring the issuance of all 


money direct to the people by the govern- 


ment. The question of adopting the resolu- 
tions and indorsi the entire political plat- 
form was defeated. The result was con- 
sidered an overwhelming defeat to the 
socialistic element. 

John Burns was introduced and in a brief 
speech bade the delegates of the convention a 
formal good oy. He gave the federation a 
word of advice and urged the elimination of 
all men who were not members in actual 
trades and july accredited delegates. He 
stated that he iatented to put into book form 
his impression of the labor movement in 
America. He continued: 

The responsibility of the labor leaders ig the 
future is greater than ever confronted the labor 
leaders in the Old World. The darkest night, 
remember, always precedes the brightest dawn.

“One of the first things to be looked after

I am in thorough accord 
with the petitioners in their demand for a readjust- 
ment of existing rates and classifications, but it 
appears to me that the petitioners agproached 
this important subject in a narrow and selfish 
spirit. The petitioners are only representative 
of two or three of the great mercantile enter- 
prises of Chicago, and, fdrther, they base their 
arguments exclusively upon shipments from Chi- 
cago without reference to shipments into the 
city. It may be stated that the complaint con- 
cerned only the particular commodities in which 
they were personally interested. With that I 
found no fault, but the petitioners recommended 
the substitation of the al for the present 
Illinois classification.. 1 represent some twenty 
fruit and vegetable shippi associations and 
during the seasou have consigned to me several 
thousands of pack daily for distribution 
amongst the comm merchants in Chicago 
and other cities pointed out the gross in- 
justice that would result to shippers of every 

ind of produce if the recommendations of the 

titioners were acted upon. For instance, taking 
Jairo, III., rates as a basis: Berries (straw- 
berries, Ste.) would be raised in less 
than carload shipments from 59 cents per

LONDON GAINS GOLD. 


FLOW FROM AMBRIOA IS. EXPEOTED 
TO GROW IN IMPORTANCE. 


Sank Rate at the British Financial Con- 
ter at the Lowest Point Since 1876 and 
Monetary Position Easier than Ever= 
Stiver, Weak ‘Owing to Fall in Exchange, 
Is Looking Up—Prices for American Se- 
curities Are Ranging Higher - Wall 
Street Thinks Exportations Will Grow. 
\Copyright, 1894.} 

Lowpom, Dec. 15.—During the last week 
the Bank of England has lost $2,600,000 
gold taken for export, but the monetary posi- 
tion’ is nevertheless easier than ever. This is 

dus partly to the anticipation that the present 
movement of gold from America this way 
will continue, though there is considerable 
difference of opinion among financiers on 
this point. The bank rate has never stood at 
such a low figure at this time of the year 
since the extraordinarily low point reached in 

1876. | 

Silver has been weak recently as a result 
of the fall in exchanges, the causes of which 
have already been noted in these dispatches, 
and there was considerable pressure of sales 
The lower price, however, has attracted a de- 
mand for exportation to India and China and 
with the hardening of exchange the price is 
exhibiting an im provement. 

The new Russian loan has been floated suc- 
cessfully, the required sum being largely 
oversubscribed. This result has had a good 
effect on the general situation. 

More activity has been noted during the 
week in American securities and prices have 
ruled rather above parity: The passage of 
the Patterson poolmg bill by the House of 
Representatives has had considerable effect. 
In fact, it is thought by the best-posted finan- 
ciers that the general public has formed an 
exaggerated estimate as to the ultimate ef- 
fect of this measure, even if it should be 
adopted by the Senate in ite present form. 
The somewhat weaker tendency at the close 
of the week may be attributed to the gold 
shipments. 

A good advance has been maintained in 
Atchison bonds, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
Denver and Rio Grande preferred. New York 
Central and Lake Shore show special strength, 
while there has been a decline in Erie, Ohio, 
and Norfolk and Western. The circular issued 
by Morgan & Co, in regard to the plans for 
rehabilitation of Erie has been well received. 
Canadian Pacific stocks bave risen sharply as 
a result of the arrival of President Van Horne. 

The cotton market has been quiet. An ad- 
vance in prices was noted early in the week, 
but there has been a return to the for- 
mer level. Fu are fluctuating, but as a 
whole are lower in price than a week ago. 
There has been an increase of 98,000 bales 
in stock. The business in goods and yarns 
has been quiet. Orders are held back, appar- 
ently, owing to the fall in exchange. 

Foreign wheat is easier in several markets. 
Mark lane prices are steady, but tend in 

favor of buyers. The red sorts are a turn 

lower for both spot and future. 

There is some inquiry for wool at steady 
rates. Stocks are small for the annual stock- 
taking. Dealers are éhcouraged by an un- 
provement in the American demand for Brad- 
ford goods and yarns. 


GOLD EXPORTATION HAS NOW BEGUN, 


Wall Street Thinks It Will Develop Inte 
Important Volume. 

Nzw Yorn, Dec. 15.—[Special.]—Gold ex- 
portation has begun. The movement was not 
anticipated by the average operator in Wall 
street, but itis now generally admitted it is 
suré to develop into important volume. Al. 
ready the much-talked-about gold reserve is 
depleted. It has broken below the supersti: 
tious mark of $100,000,000, and 
if the exports of the yellow metal 
next week. are of only as 
much consequence as they have been this 
week it willnot be hard to anticipate the 
whole stock market will promptiy show the 
effects. London and Berlin and Amsterdam 
have all recently been seilmg American 
stocks. There are efforts to disguise this fact, 
but it is not to be kept out of sight. The dis- 
position of the foreigners to steer clear of 
American investments is having influences of 
an immediately active nature. Not only does 
this bear upon the quotations of the active 
bonds and stocks that are listed on the for. 
eign exchanges but it is having the worse 
effect of heading off the long list of impor. 
tant schemes which have been pending look- 
ing to the enlistment of European capital 
in various American enterprises. 

It is the opinion of conservative bankers 
—men who have not been" willing to talk 
for quotation—that the gold movement now 
under way will run into vast proportions, 
Wall street as a whole pays no attention to 
this theory. According to the general idea 
the gold shipments now starting are the re- 
sult of stock market manipulation, and 
though this sort of notion is too absurd for 
sane men to bother over, there can be no 
question about the sincerity of the average 
man in Wall street in subscribing to it. er- 
sonally I am sure that it will be but a brief 
time before there will be realization in finan- 
cial circles of the dangers we are confronting 
in this particular. And the worst of all the 
dangers is that so many of us who are 
close to the nerve center of finance are pur- 
posely blind to the facts as they are.

ConstanTinoPim, Dec. 15,—The proposal 
that Consuls of Great Britain, Russia, and 
France shall act with the Armenian Com- 
mission, appointed to investigate the reported 
atrocities of the Turkish soldiery in Armenia, 
emanated from the Porte in consequence of 
Great Britain’s representations on the sub- 
ject. But it is now asserted the Consuls of 
the three powers will only follow the commis- 
sion’s delibrations and make suggestions re- 
garding the presence and examination of wit- 
nesses. The Consuls will not sit with the 
commission, but their présence with the 
Turkish Commission is expected to reassure 
The Porte will be officially informed of the 
instructions which will be given to the Con- 
suls by their respective governments, and a 
formal request to the Porte for permission 
to send the Consuls with the Turkish com- 
mission will also be made by the powers in- 
terested, in order to facilitate their task. 

It is said Faud Pasha, the Ottoman Envoy 
selected to congratulate the Czar upon his ac- 
cession to the throne, and who is also charged 
to reassure Czar regarding the 
satisfactory nature of the Armenian 
inquiry, after great delays started for St. 
Petersburg today. Faud Pasha takes with 
him presents from the Sultan to the Czar 
and the Chefakat Order for the Czarina. 

The delay in the departure of Faud Pasha 
for Russia is said to have been due to the 
Czar’s displeasure at the reports of the atroci- 
ties in Armenia and at the composition of the 
commission appointed by the Porte to in- 
vestigate the startiing stories told.

SLUM POLITICS IN CITIES. 

In the radical difference between the 
national and the municipal form of govern- 
ment lies the greater necéssity for the civil 
service reform of the latter as bearing upon 
the rights of the citizen. The National Gov- 
ernment covers the ‘interests of the whole 
country. It protects the mass. The munici- 
pal government protects the individual citi- 
ven in his every-day rights. The politics of 
the Nation has no bearing, direct or in- 
direct, upon the politics of the city, and when- 
ever the Mayor of a city interferes in national 
politics the rights of the citizen must suffer. 
The reform of the national civil service again 
has no bearing upon the reform of the 
municipal civil service, The needs of the lat- 
ter are distinct and the necessity of the re- 
form grows more and more urgent every 
year, because the cities are governed by slum 
politics. 

Slum politics in cities leads directly to 
cheating, bumming, doodling, loafing, sand- 
baggi 
machine domination. With personal profit in 
view the fellows who compose the gang begin 
by stuffing primaries and end by stuffing bal- 
lot-boxes at the elections, utilizing every sort 
of fraud and swindling their depraved inge- 
nuity can suggest to accomplish their infa- 
mous purposes. Slum ‘politics introduces 
scoundrels into the city service. It recruits 
from the dregs and the scrapings of the com- 


munity the material for the use of the ma- 
chine, and that material is inefficient, sloth. 


ful, wasteful, extravagant, idle, and corrupt, 
The work performed is bad in quality and 
feeble in quantity, though it is done for, large 
pay. It is these fellows who are always 
clamoring for more money so that of- 
fices may be multiplied and more 
loafers may be employed. They care nothing 
about the issues in national elections. They 
don’t understand them, and they wouldn't 
care for them if they did. They are after the 
loaves and fishes. Their only ambition is to 
feed at the public crib at the public expense. 

This is the curse of slum politics, which has 
at last begun to attract the attention of the 
people, and which in New York has ‘already 
worked a revolution, as it soon will here un- 
less all signs fail. In all the large cities of 
the country the peuple are wakmg up. The 
atmosphere is favorable to investigation, con- 
demnation, punishment, and reform. The 
degeneracy of American cities abd yhich . 
much has been heard at home and abtegd is 
not due to any inherent causes, 
solely and simply to public neglect and in- 
difference. If private business were run as 
public business is it would speedily go to ruin, 
Hitherto the men engaged in private busi- 
ness have been so absorbed in it that they 
have suffered the public business to come 
perilously near the brink öf ruin. At last, 
however, they have been bled so mercilessly, 
they have been plundered so rapaciously, 
they have been made to suffer so severely in 
every detail of protection which it is the duty 
of the city government to ertend to them, 
and for which they hire and pay the 
authorities, that they are waking up 
to the necessity of a civil servicé system 
for cities, the rules of which shall ap- 
ply toallemployés. They are prepared to de- 
mand that when good, honest, industrious 
men are found among these employés they 
shall remain in their positions wat they leave 
voluntarily or fall from grace ; that they. 


shall not be assessed for the behefit of candi- 


dates, and that they shall not be required to 
leave their legitimate duties and go out into 
the wards to do dirty work in political cam- 
paigus upon the order of a Mayor or any 
head of a department. They are ready to go 
to the very bottom of this business and begin 
operations by taking the Mayor out of poli- 
tics and then provide the machinery for keep- 
ing him out. This city, which is as greatly 
cursed with slum politics as any other, 
is prepared to demand that the Legis- 
lature shall pass a law making it possi- 
ble for any five respectable citizens 
to present charges against the Mayor for neg- 
lect of duty and impeach him in any court of 
record, to secure an immediate hearing and 
decision, and if the charges are sustained to 
sustain the impeachment and remove the of- 
fender at once. When the Mayor and the 
heads of departments are taken out of politics 
and compelled to attend to their proper du- 
ties, leaving politics to the citizens, ali the 
rank and file wili of necessity be out of polli- 
tics and the days of the machine will be ended. 
There is no, more imperative duty confront 
ing the taxpayers and good citizens of Chica- 
go this winter than to prepare themselves to 
take the whole city government out of politics 
next April and put in its place a sound busi- 
ness administration. Hopkinsism must come 
to an end next spring. 


PROF. LANGLEY’S AEROPLANE. 
It is teported from Washington that the 
aeroplane constructed by Prof. Langley, the 


‘Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, has 


made a successful flight. it rose against the 


wind, and sailed away for some distance. 


Like a monster swan it jumped into the air, 
ini the face of a perceptible breeze, and, after 
sailing gracefully for some distance, alighted 
upon the surface of the water. This did not 
involve a calamity, for the machine is made 
to float as well as fly. In fact a descent to 
water is preferred to one on land, as the 
machine is less liable to be damaged by 
“coming down hard.“ The machine in the 
air is described as looking like a white 
butterfly, ten feet from tip to tip of wing, 
the posterior pair of wings being de- 
tached from the anterior, and much smaller. 
In the rear extends a vertical tail or rudder. 
‘The material of the body ie aluminum, and 
the shape like that of a porpoise. The wings 


are inclined upward at a small angle, the ma- 


chine being sustained much as a kite is held 
in midair, but in place of string and wind 
are two swiftly revol¥ing screws. The result 
of Prof. Langiey’s experiments on motors is 
that a very light constructed steam engine is 
preferable to a storage battery for aerial nav- 


igation.

I think it contemptible for any Judge to take 
from a citizen of the United States the right of a 
trial by jury. If Mr. Debs is guilty of any crim- 
inal act, a jury of his peers should be allowed 
to say so.

Gompers talks as if he did not know that 
the offense for which Debs and his associates 
are to go to the Cook County Jail fora few 
months was their deliberate disobedience of 
an injunction or order of the court directing 
them to stop doing certain things while that 
injunction was in force, They wantonly dis- 
regarded the orders of the court and put 
themselves in contempt thereby, They were 
not gjven jury trials for that offense because 
jury triale therefor are unknown. 

It it will console Gompers in the 3 
however, he may be informed that Debs and 
the other defendants will have jury trials 
hereafter on the indictments, found against 


them foreffeisés alleged to have deu asu! 
mitted. he isnot unlikely that We dosen rN a 


Debs'- peers, Who will sit on his base in due 
time, will deal more severely with him than 
Judge Woods has done. 

Debs and his associates began making war 
on the General Government and the roads, 
They interfered with the carrying of the mails 
and with inter-State commerce. When the 
roads tried to run trains in defiance of Debs 
cars were thrown off the track and burned and 
employés who would not strike were reasoned 
with with coupling-pins and brickbats. ‘The 
roads went to the United States courts and 
asked for an injunction restraiping Debs and 
the others from interfering with transporta- 
tion and travel over their lines. That injunc. 
tion was issued, and all the men concerned in 
the conspitacy were served with it or knew of 
its existence. 

They saw fit to disobey it defiantly. It may 
be their lawyers advised them todoso, If 
0, those lawyers ought to be disbarred for 
giving adviée which got their clieutsinte a 
fearful pi¢kley y shou east offer to 
0 to jail with their victims. - whether 
the lawyers gave such advice or not the de- 
fendants ought to have known that it was not 
safe to treat with contempt the explicit in- 
junctions of u court. ‘They proceeded to do 
the very things they were told not todo, and 
were arrested and are to be punished for that. 
The violations of law committed by them both 
before and after the injunction are to be dealt 
with hereafter. They are quite distinct from 
the contempt proceeding. When these cases 
come to trial the questions of fact imgolved 
will be passed on by twelve men, whodso ver- 
dict may send the defendants to the peniten- 
tiary. The short jail terms imposed were for 
defying the court. 

Gompers seems to think that no man should 
be punished for contempt without a jury trial, 
It is the custom of a Judge if a man is dis- 
of@érly in court to fine him or to send him to 


an et night. Gompers thinks the culprit: 


to have a jury trial. If a lawyer who 
has A client’s money in his hands refuses to 
pay it over and is ordered sent to jail Gom- 
pers thinks he should have a jury trial. If a 
man is ordered by a court acting within its 
authority not to do a thing and yet does it 
Gomipers thinks he should have a jury trial. 
Gompers wapts Judges todo nothing with- 
out the consent and approval of juries. He 
wants the ability of United States courts to 
protect their dignity and to secure obedience 
to their orders to depend on the unanimous 
assent of a dozen men. Gompers cannot be 
accommodated, .These contempt cases have 
been heard by a Judge without a jury since 
the legal system Which is common to this 
country and England had its beginning, and 
the practice will remain unchanged. If there 
are men who do not relish being tried by a 
Judge without a jury all thes have to do is 
not to be in contempt. It pays to obey the 
orders ofa court.

| MOUNTY CLERK’S OFFICE METHODS. 

The disappearance of S. W. Riderburg. 
chief deputy of the County Clerk, had a grave 
reason after all. The work in the office was 
several years behind, and it has been discov- 
ered that at least $70,000 will be needed to 
bring it up to date. In the last eight years a 
total of 2,680 tax deeds were tiled to be re. 
corded, and the money paid into the office in 
every case, some of the deeds bearmg a 
charge of as much as $200 each. Only 954 
at the number, or little more than one-third, 
have been recorded, the rest bemg left piled 
up in the vault. It is estimated that these un- 
recorded deeds represent an aggregate of 
$126,000 in fees, not a penny of which has 
been earned. The question is what has been 
done witn the money? 

There is no evidence that it hag been stolen, 
no reason to suspect theft by Rider burg or any 
other person connected with ‘the office. The 
money was paid in, but used by the Coun

Board {gf other purposes. The board appro- 
pridfas Zich year so much money for 
ones ad not a dollar more than this can be 
used, no matter how much may be+received 
in the shape of fees. If at the end of the 
year the work is reported to be not up to 
date the amount required to bring it up is 
| charged as a deficit. The claim is made that 
the $185,674 appropriated last year, which 
is about the average of recent annual appro- 
priations, was sufficient to keep up the work 
of the office if the employés were 
properly directed, but this is doubted 
by others. Any way the. work referred to 
was not done, and it would have been 
lar better to pay for more help, even to make 
amends for inefficiency, than not to have the 
deeds recorded after the money of those con- 
cerned had been taken therefor. It was the 
plain duty of the board to make a sufficient 
appropriation for having this work properly 
done, equally the plain duty of the deputy to 
make his chief aware of the deficiency, and 
8 of ‘the ‘chiet to insigt to the County Board 
. tho work must be done. If the board 
would not act except under severe pressure 
the matter should have been pressed upon ita 
attention again and again and still again. 

This is a disgraceful state vf affairs. For 
eight years or more tho County Board has 
been taking the money paid in by persons 
wanting to have their tax titles recorded, 
using it for other purposes, and allowing the 
work paid fortogo undone. It has shame- 
fully abused the confidence reposed in it, and 
unfortunately the County Clerk took things 
easily, while his deputy appears to have 
nothing to say about it, or if he did he roar 
as gently asa sucking dove. How long this 
might have continued without a change in 
tenure of the office cannot be gaid. But when 
that change came the man who was. directly 
charged with the duty which he had, 
seen d@ditended to was harassed by fea 
of the impending exposure. He disap- 
peared last Thanksgiving day and has 
| wet been heard of since. He left be. 
hind him the books and the deeds which had 
not been recorded, so that the omission can 
be supplied by others. But for his trouble 
and flight the board muat be held to a large 
extent responsible, and if it be ascertained 
that be has committed suicide the members 
of the board hardly can escape all blame for 
the fatal act. He ought not to have takén 
things so quietly all these years, because he . 
must have known that a storm would burst 
sometime. But he must be given the benefit 
ot the doubt that he felt he could not hope to 
induce the board to do its duty in the matter, 
and preferred holaing on to letting go while 
the affairs of the department were in such} 
confusion. : 

The old County Board failed miserably in 
its duty. A new one was elected last month 
and contains much better material than the 
one it succeeded. It is to be hoped. the new ; 
broom will sweep clean, institute a thorough 
reform in the methods of this and other de. 
partments, and give to the taxpayers a set of 
servants who will be made to earn their sala. 
ries as faithfully as is required from men in 
the empioy of corporations and private busi- 
ness firms, The new board can set a good 
example looking in the direction of the civil 
service reform which it may be hoped will be 
adopted formally for the county as well as 
for the city at no distant day.

Mr. MceNamara’s Wife and Baby Believed 
to Have Been Saved by It. 

Nzw Tonk, Deo. 15:—To the new anti-tor- 
ine treatment of diphtheria is attributed the 
cure of two very malignant cases of the dis- 
ease in the family of William T. McNamara 
of No. 664 Gates avenue, Brooklyn. 

Nov. 2 Willie, Mr. McNamara’s oldest boy, 
was taken ill and grew worse rapidly. The 
family physician pronounced the trouble 
malignant diphtheria, and ordered that the 
other two children— Nellie, aged 6, and Al- 
bert, aged 24{—should be taken away. They 
were sent to their aunt, Mrs. Wagner, No. 
776 Putnam avenue. In spite of ail that 
could be done, Willie died Monday, Nov. 5.

Namara that Nellie was sick. She’ was 
brought home and everything possible done 
for her under the old method of treatment.

isan excellent and absolutely harmless game, 
bringing all the muscles into action and 
quickening and strengthening the eye.

R. S. Hayes to the stockholders it was said 
that all the stock would be ultimately made 
full paid. This action in calling in the fuil 
$3,000,000 of the stock of the construction 
company will naturally give strength to the 
securities of the Metropolitan H.evated rail- 
road company. It makes tha se- 
curity back of the bonds of just 
that much more value, and the bonds 
will undoubtedly show st on account of 
this assessment being cal! The assessment 
adds over 12 per cent in cash security to the as- 
sets behind the bonds, The bonds were, in fact, 
stronger yesterday, New York quotations being 
74% to 75. With this assessment the amount of 
actual cash spent upon the Metropolitan enter- 
pries will reach nearly $11,000,000. The con- 
struction company sold 9.51 first mortgage 
bonds of the elevated railroad company at 00, 
realising 68.685.900. At the date of the last ro- 
port, Oct, 1, they had alee realised $110,633 
from interest and rentals, $108,703 from houses 
and old material sold, and $60,659 from. other 
sources outside of payments on the stack.

Frbm the foregoing it may be seen that our 
outfit was ntly light, and not composed 
largely luxuries, yet we found it complete 
enough and serviceabie for our purpose. Had 
it- been more extensive it would have militat- 
ed 7 ge the success of our enterprise, which 
in event proved to be a very fortunate 
and satisfactory one. We made the entire cir- 
cuit et the park by way of the canon, the 
Hayden Valiey, the firehole geyser basins, 
finally going into the northeast . cor- 
ner of the park, beyond Yancy’s on 
the east fork of the Yellowstone, travel- 
tihng in all over 200 miles on skis, yet 
mee with no serious accident and suffer- 
ing no hardships which could not be endured 
with a little exercise of fortitude and patience, 
Hofer and I slept out one night in the snow 
with no cover but our light lodge lining, 
When the thermometer was 21“ below 
zero, yet by means of diligent build- 
ing of our fire and by putting on all 


night without freezing. Indeed, the whole 
journey was concluded without any of our 
party being frozen, except that oneof our 
men froze his ears one wood te. A through hia 
own carelessness. We found cold of the 
upper altitudes quitea different thing from 
the moist cold of the countries nearer the level 
of the sea. The air was so dry that the ther- 
mometer simply meant nothing whatever. For 
instance, we would have frozen to death in a 
night in IIlinois or New York with the ther- 
mometer 21“ below, had we been no better 
Prepared than we were the night we slept out 
in the snow, and in zero weather in those re- 
gions we should no doubt have needed to 
travel closely bundied up instead with our 
jackets open. 

To be sure, the glow of our bodies, brought 
into perfect heaith by the keen air, the hearty 
food, and the continual exercise sometimes 
left us deceived as to the actual temperature 
about us, and then there was danger of treez- 
mug the ears, flogers,or feet. When the ther- 
mometer got below zero Billy usually 
cautioned us to tie up our ears lest we 
should freeze before we knew it. I can 
truthfully say that during the entire stay in 
the mountains, where it was a rare thing for 
the thermometer to go much above zero and 
where rometimes it went nearly to 80 below, I 
never once was actually cold, and there seemed 
to be in the air absolutely pone of -that chill- 
ing quality which one notices in the lower 
altitunes. When one stopped after the 
inarch, for instance, when he paused for the 
midday lunch, he would be cold in a way, it 
is true, but it would not be a shiver:ng cold.

I 
suspect he lost his job, for his mon 
began to run short and he came in severa 
times with a little ‘less than the price and 
wanted me to trust him for the remainder. 
One night when I was alone in the store I 
refused to give him the credit he asked. 

“* Well, I’ve got to have the stuff,’ he 
said, ‘if i have to kill somebody to get it.’ 

1 thought he was joking and told him to 
go ahead and kill, He leit the store, but 
came back half an hour later. I knew 
what he wanted, and as he had a piece of 
mon in his hand I supposed he was ready 
to pay for it. Solthrew down a bottle of 
the powder on the counter before him. He 
seized it as a hungry dog grabs a bone, and 
before I could recover myself he ran out of 
the front door and up the street, 

“But we had another case even nearer 
home. That boy there [pointing to an un- 
dersized lad employed in the store] got to 
taking the stuff on the sly. He got thin and 
white, and did not attend to his’ work. 
We finally found what was the matter, 
bat for days, even after his parents had 
taken him in hand he used to gather up his 
pennies and slip out to buy the powder at 
other drug stores.

It 
seems not improbable that he first studied the 
art of fiction from Jean Faul Richter. At any 
rate the Teutonic note is often sounded in his 
writings.

„A wind in the orchard style, that tumbled 
down here and there an appreciable fruit with 
uncouth bluster; sentences without com- 
mencement running to abrupt ‘endings and 
smoke, like waves against a sea wall, learned 
dictionary words givmg a hand to street 
slatg.

Pipes were 
mentioned many times in the poet’s works, 
according to the concordance, but they were 
invariably musical instruments, not the kind 
that solace a man silentiy with fragrant 
fumes, His friends have been unable to give 
Mr. Taber any solution of the problem ‘which 


now vexes him. It is this, Why was it that. 


Shakespeare never mentioned smoking?’ It 
is a question quite as perpieximg as that other 
literary puszle, What did Dr. Johnson do 
wi is he was accustomed 


from whom Shakspeare students may look 
for illumination on the smoking question. 
That is Mr. Franklin H. Head of Chicago, 
who a few years ago wrote The Insomnia 
of Shakspeare.” That book will be remem- 
bered and will be consulted long after the 
volumes of the cipher experts of Michigan 
and Minnesota have been smothered in dust. 
While awaiting Mr. Head’s work on Wh 
Shakspeare Did Not Smoke” one may too 
into the latest work treating of the subject of 
smoking, which is “Tobacco Talk,“ by An 
Old Smoker. (Philadelphia: The Nicot Pub- 
lishing company.) According to this author- 
ity tobacco was introduced into France in the 
ear 1561 by Jean Nicot, Lord of Villemain. 
He had been Ambassador to the Portuguese 
Court, and while there discovered the medici- 
nal values of the plant. On his retura to Paris 
he presented the Queen, Catharine de’ Medici, 
with some specimens of the wonderful herb 
which in her honor he named “herbe de la 
reine. The Queen being unpopular the 
namesoon fell into disuse, and was replaced 
by that of Nicétiania, in honor of the im- 
porter. The name still survives in * nico- 
tine, or the essential spirit of tobacco, 
Various dates have been given for the time 
of the introduction of tobacco into England. 
Some authorities give the year 1565, others 
1577, and others again 1586, but one may 
safely say ite introduction took 
place at the period of Eungland's rise 
to the position of a first-class power. 
The earliest detailed account of tobacco in 
the English language appeared in a volume 


| translated from the Spanish and published at 


London in the year 1577 under the happy 
title,“ Joyfull Neves Oute of the Newe Founde 
Worlde.”” The best authorities state that the 
lant itself was not brought to England be- 
ore the year 1586, and that the original En- 
lish smoker was Mr. Ralph Lane, whom 
ir Walter Raleigh had sent out. as 
Governor of Virginia. Sir Walter himself, 
however, is the hero to whom English 
smokers point with 7 5 as tho one who made 
smoking popular. ke every benefactor of 
humanity be at first had to meet discourage- 
ment from the ignorant. Tradition has it 
that his servant, on entering the room where 
Raleigh was om | his newiy-found pipe, 
threw a bowlful of beer over his master 
to quench the fire in his smoking nose. 
Once Queen Elizabeth made a wager with Sir 
Walter that he could not tell the exact quan- 
tity of smoke that there was ina pound of 
tobacco. It is said that Raleigh won the 
wager by burning the pound of tobacco and 
then weighing the ashes, the difference in the 
weight proving the weight of the smoke. The 
erage promptly paid. wager, remark 
that though she had known many who ha 
turned gold into smoke he was the first she 
had found who could turn smoke into gold. 


Tobacco’s Royal Enemr. 


Ater the death of this liberal- minded Queen 
Sir Walter Raleigh, as well as his tobacco, 
fell into great disfavor with her successor, the 
stupid, peduntie tyrant, James I. But Sir 
Walter remained faithful to his pipe renee 
all his adversities and took hie last smoke 
just before going to his execution. A con- 
temporary historian, Aubrey, relates that he 
took a pipe of tobacco a little before he went 


to the scaffolde, which some female persons. 


were scandalized at; but I think ‘twas well 
and properly donne to settle his spirits.“ Ben 
Jonson praised tobacco until James I. issved 
his Counterblast against the weed, but 
afterwards was prudently silent. 

The nearest approach to a reference to 
smoking in Shakspeare is the metaphor of 
Romeo, 

Love is a smoke, made with the fume of sighs; 

Being purg d. a fire sparkling in the lover's eyes. 
But this is rather tar-tetched. And yet he 
must have been quite’ familiar with tle cus- 
tom, as every gentleman of fashion smoked 
like a chimney during the performance of his 
plays. His silence upon this subject appears 
intentiona'. Perhaps he was opposed to the 
habit but did not wish to offend his audience 
by any adverse criticism. Or perhaps—and 
more likely, as he was a man of good taste 
and strong common sense — he approved of it, 
but was too prudent to offend the powers 

be by speaking in its favor. 

The initiative of James seems to have been 
followed by a wave of cruel rsecutions 
against smokers in every land. Pope Urban, 
VIII., with all the awful pomp of the Vatican, 
solemnly excommunicated. every soul who in 
any shape or form brought the awful thing, 
tobacco, intoa church, and Pope Innocent 
XII. issued a further bull” against it. In 
Switzerland the act of smoking was legally 
declared an offense, ranging in the table of 
crimes next to that of adultery. In Russia 
smokers were publicly knouted for the first 
offense and put to death for the second, 
Suuffers were treated more mildly—they only 
bad their nostrils slit oper. Sultan Amurath 
IV.,surnamed the Terrible,“ forbade the 
use of tobacco in Turkey, where it had been 
introduced by the Dutch ia 1605. 
But tobaceo proved itself mightier than 
Pope, King, Czar, or other potentate. James 
I. detested it, but loved the revenue it 
brought. Charles I., Cromwell, and Charles 
II. entertained a similar dislike to the article 
and a similar affection for the revenue. 
outcry against tobacco gradually ceased and 
the taxes were to some degree lightened, 
Finally, during the reign of the Dutchman, 
William III., patronage of tobacco be. 
came almost universal and all England 
henceforth smoked in security and peace. On 
the continent of Europe the plant had in the 
meanwhile achieved a gradual but complete 
victory. Goverumental resistance to its 
conquests proved futile every where. 

America Its Home. . 

The original smoker is to be found, un- 
questionably, among the American Indians. 
or among their ancestors or predboessors, the 
mound builders, who in their geates along 
the Ohio Valley have left numerbus and un- 
mistakable evidences of their addiction to 
the leaf.

I was thinking what a contrast will 
mark my journey when I reach the shores of 
Lake Michigan, when I was addressed by a 
geutieman who had taken a seat near me, 
and who, by the way, was 10 years or more 
my senior. I found him a most agreeable 
companion, though grave and dignified toa 
marked We soon ent into con- 
versation. We talked of the ‘beautiful pano- 
rama that was passing before us on either 
shore, the delightful climate, and the mag:

N the audiences of any great orator or 
lecturer there are iftvaribly hearers who 
view the. speaker from widely different 
standpoints. There are those who are 
there to ba amused and editfied; they listen to 
the words ef the speaker, are carried away by 
the eloquence, and when at last they leave 
they remember only the wit and the oratory, 


and the points brought out in some particu. 
larly interesting argument. But there are 
others. They in a minority, it may be, 
but when they r an address of any kind 
they think of the flexibility of the speaker’s 
tongue, and the first question which comes to 
the mind is, Can I take him?’ These are

The County Clerk’s man said he would do 
it, and his friend retorted that he didn’t need 
it; that he would outlive the very paper the 
will might be written om. However, the 
County Clerk’s man obtained a description o 
all the property his friend owned and drew for 
him a willas good as his limited knowledge 
of law permitted him to make. 

A few days afterward the mas from Jeffer- 
son dropped in again, got his Will as he would 
take a good joke, had his signature witnessed 
by two other employés of County Cierk’s 
office, and departed with many jests at what 
he seemed to regard as a wholly unnecessary 
and untimely atep on his part. 

Only a few days passed and the acquaint- 
ances of the man from Jefferson—the rubust, 
rollicking German who would outlive his own 
will—were shocked by the announcement

forth a bunch of keys and, shaking 
it as to attract her already absorbed atten- 
tion, pointed with it toward -the heart of the 
city. Then, with an expression on his face 
denoting fear that hw wife had not under- 
stood, his hold on life relaxed and he fell to 
the floor and breathed his last, the keys still 
clutched in his hand. 

The day of the funeral came and went and 
yet her husband’s voiceless message was not 
understood by the widow. Tortured by the 
feeling that the death scene concealed a secret 
which it were better for her to know, she told 
the dramatic story to a friend and 
he suggested that one of keys 
might be of a box in a safety deposit vault. 
Although the wife had never heard her good 
man speak of havingsuch a repository for 
his valuables she acted on the suggestion, a 
search was made, and at the office of one of the 
safety deposit companies she learned that her 
husband had held the key to one of the boxes. 
Proper identification gave the widow acces: 
to the box and therein. she found not only 
money enough to relieve her wants for some 
time te come but the very will drawn as a 
joke in the County Clerk’s office a few weeks 
before. The instrument had not been record- 
ed, but the testimony of the witnesses who 
had signed it and seen it signed made it valid, 
and the widow is in lawful possession of prop- 
erty, some of which she was not aware hau 
belonged to the partner in her joys and sor- 
rows.

we were much disappointed, but after being 
on it awhile we liked it much better. It u 
450 feet long, with two funnels and four 
masts, Only one of the masts was in use on 
our trip, and not for speed but only to steady 
the boat.

Altogether we were ten days and nights on 
the boat.. I was not seasick, although I must 
acknowledge it was rather hard work for me 
to eat the first day's meal. Mamma did not 
succumb to it either, but Miss Williams and 
Miss Hill were both rather sick and missed 


several meals. Many people that we had not | 


seen before would popup every day or two, 
and the opinion generally was that they had 
been below decks sick. | 

The eating on board was elegant. Two or 
three kinds of meats, fish, game, soup, cakes, 
fruit, and ice cream, It seémed as if the bill 
of fare was gotten upon purpose to make 
people sick. 

When wecrossed the gulf stream it was 
very hot for two or three days, ana we passed

through shoals of flymmg fish of all sizes from 
three inches to over a foot. 

By going to the bow of the vessel and watch- 
ing the foam tossed up by the prow you could 
see the startled fish jump out of the water and 
skim through the air for quite a distance and 
then settle back into the ocean. 

On some evenings along the side of the ship, 
glistening through the white seething foam, 
could be seen particles of luminous phos- 
phorous about the size of a dollar. One even- 
ing after I had supper I went on deck, and on 
looking out on the ocean’s then glassy surface 
Isawit almost entirely covered with small 
animals that somewhat resembled a starfish.

in front of the ship and jump out of the water 
at regular idterva Some of the passengers 
saw whales spout, and I saw two or three 
large sharks following the ship. 

A man in the steerage died of heart disease, 
and as we had sighted England and were only 
two days from port all thought that he would 
not be buried at sea, but at night when all 
had sought their berths they boxed him up 
and dumped him overboard. The Captain 
afterwards said that it was done to avoid all 
trouble of quarantine at Antwerp.
